We are therefore to be the leſs ſurprized at the Opinion of the Roman Sol- 
diers, who attended as Guards at the Crucifixion of our Saviour, thro' Fear, 


no doubt, of a Tumult among the People, by whom he was generally admired, 
when upon ſeeing, and indeed feeling Nature as it were ſympathizing with him 


in the Agonies of Death, they cried out, as we read in St. Matth. Ch. 27. 
V. 54. Truly this was the Son of God; or, as the original Words coming 
out of their Mouths may be underſtood, ©* The Son of a God.” Thus alſo 
we find, Alis xiv. that the People of Lyfra, upon ſeeing the Miracle wrought 
by St. Paul upon the Cripple, and having alſo been aſtoniſhed at his Manner 
of preaching to them, ſuppoſed that he could be no other than the God of 
Eloquence, and of courſe concluded Barnabas, the other Apoſtle, to be 7u- 
piter, whoſe Attendant Mercury was ſuppoſed to be: The Words are theſe;

5. that he was well acquainted with their Expectations, about that Time, 


of a Meſſiah, or a divine Meſſenger, being ſent to them, as alſo of the won- 


derful Works to be performed by him as Proofs of his Miſſion ; and that 
hearing of the Miracles wrought by Jeſus Chriſt, which ſo exactly anſwered to 


the Character of this Meſſiab, he naturally concluded him to be the Perſon, 


and this the more readily, as he was free from the national Prejudices of the 


Jews, eſpecially the Leaders of them, on account of the mean Appearance of
